Violent crime rises 7 percent 


San Jose surge matches L.A., contrasts 
with decrease in San Francisco, Oakland

In an unwelcome role reversal, 
San Jose, which has long touted 
itself as one of the country’s saf- 
est big cities, saw street violence 
continue a recent ascent over the 
past year while Oakland and San 
Francisco trended in the opposite 
direction. 

The Bay Area’s largest city was 
on track for a 7 percent rise in 
violent crimes — homicides, ag- 
gravated assaults, rapes and rob- 
beries — in 2017, according to 
the San Jose Police Department, 


which will have finalized num- 
bers by mid-January. That fol- 
lows a 14 percent jump the city 
recorded in 2016. 

San Jose has some company 
both in the region and through- 
out the state. Cities like Berke- 
ley, Hayward, Fremont and Palo 
Alto saw violent crime surge in 
2016, and projections for 2017 in- 
dicate their rates have remained 
elevated. Los Angeles saw violent 
crime rise at about the same rate 
as San Jose. All are well out in 
front of the FBI-calculated na- 
tional increase of about 4 per-
